Congress Asked to Make a $1,000,* 
000,000 Appropriation. 



7«Se Scourge Has Not Visited This 

Country For Nearly Twenty Years 
and Quick Work s Necessary 
to Stamp It Out. 

Washington, Dec. 10. — Secretary 
Wilscn made the appeal in a letter 
Bent to congress Tuesday through the 
secretary of the treasury asking for 
an emergency appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 or so much thereof as may be nec- 
essary to meet the requirements of 
stamping out the foot and mouth dis 
ease among cattle. 

Secretary Wilson says: 

“About two weeks ago information 
came to the department that the dis- 
ease existed in Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Vermont and Connecticut Co- 
operation of the governors of states 
and the state boards having control 
of contagious diseases of animals has 
been secured. The effective method 
of eradicating the disease is to arrange 
with the local authorities for the de- 
struction of infected and exposed ani- 
mals, which, together with the disin 
fection of stables and yards and their 
quarantine to prevent further spread, 
is now being done. The disinfection 
of cars used in transportation of such 
animals also is necessary. Arrange- 
ments have been made and will con- 
tinue to be made with transportation 
companies and to have all the cars 
which have been used for carrying ani- 
mals in infected states thoroughly dis- 
infected. The scourge has not visited 
this country before for nearly 20 years 
and quick work is necessary owing to 
the rapidity with which the disease 
travels; The product of our domestic 
animals is over $900,000,000 annually, 
and exports of animals and animal pro- 
ducts amount to a quarter of a million 
dollars each year. This scourge costs 
continental Europe and Asiatic coun- 
tries enormous sums of money annu 
ally. They do not seem to be able to 
eradicate it. The British people have 
visitations of it occasionally, but 
promptly stamp it out. We live in hope 
that the application of scientific meth- 
ods eventually will clear the country 
of all contagious diseases of animals. 

“While every effort is making to lo- 
calize the disease in the infected 
states, there is danger that the cars 
used in carrying the animals to mar- 
ket may introduce it into other parts 
of the country. We are ready to send 
an efficient corps of experts at once 
to any locality to deal with any out- 
break.” 

MAYOR OF HAVANA SUSPENDED. 

He Is Charged With the Usurpation 
of Power. 

Havana, Dec. 10. — Emilio Nunez, 
civil governor of Havana, has suspend- 
ed the mayor of Havana, Senor O’Far- 
rill, pending investigation by the court 
of a charge of usurpation of power 
which has been brought against him. 

This charge is an outgrowth of the 
recent strike in which the mayor fig- 
ured prominently. It was expected 
that Senor O’Farrill would resign when 
former Secretary of Government Ta- 
mayo gave up his portfolio and when 
Chief of Police Cardenas was rein- 
stated in office. Senor O’Farrill had 
Chief Cardenas removed but the na- 
tionalists insisted that he remain in 
office. 

EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. 

The Sentence of Gideon W. Marsh, of 

Philadelphia, Commuted. 

Washington, Dec. 10. — The president 
has commuted to a term of imprison- 
ment to expire December 24, next, the 
sentence of Gideon W. Mash, who was 
convicted in Philadelphia of violation 
of the national bank laws, and on De- 
cember 13, 1898, received three sen- 
tences aggregating 12 years and three 
months’ imprisonment in the eastern 
penitentiary at Philadelphia. Marsh 
pleaded guilty to three indictments 
consolidated into one, expecting to re- 
ceive only one sentence. 

THAWED DYNAMITE. 

A Terrific Explosion Took Place, Dam- 
aging Property. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 10. — Forty 
sticks of dynamite which sevyer work- 
men were thawing by a fire blew up 
Tuesday on Wyandotte street near 
31st street. The concussion broke 
hundreds of window's in the four ad- 
joining blocks and knocked a woman 
down a flight of stairs. No one else 
was injured but the people living in 
that part of the city were badly fright- 
ened by the sound of the explosion and 
the crash of the breaking glass. 

Adm. Dewey at Culebra. 

Washington, Dec. 10. — The navy de- 
partment was informed Tuesday of 
the arrival Sunday of the Mayflower 
and Dolphin at Culebra, the former 
with Adm. Dewey and his staff 
aboard. 

Plead Guilty to Bribery. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., Dec. 10. — Chas. H. 
Thompson, agent for the Hammond 
Packing Co., of Hammond, Ind., plead- 
ed guilty in the circuit court here to 
offering a bribe to State Food Com- 
missioner Snow' in this city last spring 
and paid a fine of $1,000. 

Favors Revision of Faith. 

Pittsburg. Dec. 10.— The Allegheny 
.presbytery of the Presbyterian church, 
like the Pittsburg presbytery, Tuesday 
declared in favor of the revision of 
the confession of faith. The vote was 
$3 to 28. 



NEW CENTRAL LEAGUE. 

Six Baseball Clubs Are Now Full 
Fledged Members. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 11. — Six 
clubs are now full fledged members of 
the new Central league. Grand Rap- 
ids and Dayton were Wednesday ad- 
mitted into the new organization at 
the meeting of the circuit committee 
held at. the Grand hotel Wednesday. 

C. W. ^alderman, I. Mautner, C. L. 
Bement and L. D. Smith, representing 
Marion. Fort Wayne, Evansville and 
Terre Haute, respectively, went over 
a mass of correspondence and finally 
accepted the two cities named and 
decided to wait three weeks before 
making the final selection of the sev- 
enth and eighth cities. There were no 
outsiders present as was expected, the 
committee acting solely on correspond- 
ence and personal investigation. 

The new league will demand a $500 
guarantee from each club to complete 
the season, and also a guarantee of 
$50 a game. This was the same guar 
antee called for by the old Western 
association and which permitted it to 
live through the season. The salary 
limit will be $1,500. 

There are seven cities applicants for 
the two places unfilled in the circuit, 
as follows: South Bend, Wheeling, 

Springfield Akron, Canton, Youngs- 
town and Mansfield. Messrs. Halder- 
man and Mautner w r ere appointed a 
special committee to investigate the 
claims of each of the cities and make 
report at a meeting to be held here 
January 6, when the formal organiza 
tion of the league will occur. 

CRUSADE AGAINST HOTELS. 

Must Be Provided With Proper Pro 

tection For Guests in Case of Fire. 

Chicago, Dec. 11. — As a result of the 
recent fire in the Hotel Lincoln in 
which 14 men lost their lives, the city 
building department has inaugurated a 
vigorous crusade against all hotels 
that are not provided with proper pro 
tection for their guests In the case ol 
fire. Seven hotels were notified Wed 
nesday that they must make changes 
in their arrangements, or that a po 
lice officer would be stationed at their 
door with orders to tell every arriving 
guest that the building was not safe. 
A notice to that effect also will be 
placed upon the front door of the hotel 
by the city. The majority of the ho 
tels that have received notice have 
promised to commence operations 
within 24 hours in the improvement of 
their fire escapes. 

AT M’KINLEY’S TOMB. 

An Application Will Be Made For the 
Relief of the Guard. 

Canton, O., Dec. 11. — Lieut. Cow'an, 
in command of the detail of soldiers 
at the McKinley tomb, has received 
notification from the adjutant that ap 
plication will at once be made for the 
relief of the detachment. The regular 
regiment has been ordered to prepare 
to sail for Manila March 1. Accord- 
ing to present plans a company from 
the 20th infantry, at Columbus bar 
racks, will relieve the detachment at 
West Lawn. 

HEBER REGINALD BISHOP. 

Ths Great Sugar Refiner and Exporter 
Died in New York. 

New York, Dec. 11. — Heber Reginald 
Bishop, retired merchant and banker 
died at his residence here Wednesday 
night after a lingering illness. Mr 
Bishop was born in Bedford, Mass, 
in 1840. When still a young man he 
established the great sugar refining 
house of Bishop & Co., at Remedios, 
Cuba. Later he became a director in 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha, the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, and 
the Duluth & Iron Mountain railroads 

Brakeman Cut in Two. 

St. Louis, Dec. 11. — Hartwell War 
ren, a brakeman on the Chicago, Bur 
lington & Quincy railroad, met death 
Wednesday in a manner exactly de 
scribed a week ago in a false report 
of his death. Warren fell from his 
train south of I .a Crosse, Wis., and 
was cut in two. The trainmen missed 
him and went back to recover his 
body, as reported a week before the 
accident. 

Battleship Texas Sails. 

Newport News, Va., Dec. 11. — The 
United States battleship Texas, which 
has been undergoing repairs at thf 
navy yard, sailed Wednesday to join 
the North Atlantic squadron which, ii* 
conjunction with the South Atlantic 
and European squadrons, is engaged 
in naval maneuvers near Culebra, in 
the Caribbean sea. 

Will Join Adm. Dewey. 

San Juan, P. R., Dec. 11.— The Unit 
ed States cruisers Detroit, Montgom 
ery and Cincinnati and three torpedc 
boats have entered this harbor and 
are coaling. Rr. Adm. Higginson with 
four battleships and four torpedo boat>* 
passed San Juan on his way to Cute 
bra, where Adm. Dewey and Rr. Adm. 
Coghlan are stationed. 

Boer Commanders Arrive. 

New York. Dec. 11.— Among tne pas 
sengers who arrived Wednesday on 
the steamer Manitou from London 
were Gen. Kritzinger and Commanders 
Fouche and Joubert, of the Boer army. 
Fouche expects to settle in t-ns coun- 
try permanently. 

Railroad Across the Andes. 

Santiago de Chile, Dec. 11. — An 
American syndicate has presented a 
proposal to build the Chile section of 
the railroad across the Andes at a cost 
of $7,000,000, payable In five, per cent, 
bonds. 



COAST KKADED. 

The British and German War 
Vessels Occupy It. 



President Castro Appeals to Venezu- 
elans to Take Up Arms — General 
Amnesty For Political Offenses— 

Venezuela Vessels Seized. 

Port of Spain, Trinidad, Dec. 11. — 
lThe British cruiser Charybdis seized 
Lhe Venezuelan gunboat Bolivar in this 
harbor Tuesday night. She landed 
Lhe Bolivar’s officers here while the 
British sloop Alert took tne crew of 
the captured gunboat to the Port of 
Guaira, situated on the Venezuelan 
coast opposite to the Island of Trini- 
dad. 

The British torpedo boat destroyer 
Quail has sailed with the instructions 
to capture the Venezuelan war 
vessel now engaged in blockading the 
mouth of the Orinoco. 

Tae entire coast of Venezuela from 
the Orinoco river to La Guaira will 
be blockaded from Wednesday by Brit- 
ish war vessels, while the Venezuelan 
coast from La Guaira to the Colombia 
frontier will be blockaded by German 
war vessels. 

Paris, Dec. 11. — A Venezuelan gov- 
ernment communication to its repre- 
sentative here protests that Great Bri- 
tain and Germany, acting in concert, 
have committed an act of hostility in 
a manner as arbitrary as it is unpre- 
cedented by the seizure of Venezuelan 
vessels lying at La Guaira. The com- 
munication says that indignation in 
Venezuela is at its highest pitch and 
the government is resorting to justi- 
fiable reprisals. It has arrested the 
resident subjects of both hostile coun- 
tries and has seized the railways and 
other undertakings belonging to them. 
At the same time, adds the communi- 
cation, President Castro has appealed 
to the Venezuelan people to take up 
arms. He has decreed a general am- 
nesty for all political offenses and has 
ordered the restitution of the confis- 
cated property of Venezuelan citizens. 

Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Dec. 
11. — There was a great patriotic dem- 
onsaration in Caracas at S o’clock 
Tuesday night when the news arrived 
that the British and German war- 
ships had seized the Venezuelan war 
vessels at La Guaira. Crowds quickly 
gathered and paraded the streets of 
the capital displaying banners and 
singing patriotic songs. Violent 
speeches were delivered at various 
points. The populace marched to the 
palace of President Castro, who ad- 
dressed it. The mob then moved on 
to the German legation, shouting 
“Death to the Germans.” The windows 
were shattered with stones, and at- 
tempts were made to force tne doors, 
but the latter resisted these efforts, 
and Mme. Von Pilgrim-Balta, the wife 
of the German charge d’affaire, who 
has been ill in bed for the past two 
months, and, therefore could not leave 
Caracas with her husband, was thus 
saved from violence. The crowd then 
marched to the German consulate, and 
to the residence of Dr. Koehler, again 
stoning the windows and attempting 
to force an entrance. The police made 
no effort to disperse the crowd. 

The excitement was still intense 
when at 10 o’clock at night the gov- 
ernment ordered the arrest of all the 
German and English residents. One 
hour later 205 persons, prominent in 
social and commercial life, were 
crowded together in the police station. 
All the British residents were arrest- 
ed, except Albert Cherry, of the Ven- 
ezuela British-owned Central rail- 
way, and Mr. Wallace, manager of the 
telephone company, who escaped to a 
place of safety. 

On learning these incidents, United 
States Minister Bowen and Secretary 
W. W. Russell went at once to see 
President Castro, and after a long con- 
ference succeeded in obtaining the re- 
lease of Dr. Koehler, Mme. von Fil- 
grim-Baltazzi’s physician, and Consul 
Valentine Blohm. Minister Bowen 
also obtained the official authorization 
of the Venezuelan government to rep- 
resent British and German interests 
during the imbrogiio. 

Washington, Dec. 11. — It w T as said at 
the British and German embassies 
Wednesday that the action of Presi- 
dent Castro in ordering the arrest of 
all subjects of the British and German 
governments in Caracas was without 
precedent in the history of civilized 
countries supposedly at peace with 
each other and that such action would 
be regarded as sufficient ground for 
declaration of war. Members of the 
diplomatic corps here indeed regard 
it as being a declaration in itself. 

It is understood President Castro 
was notified of this action. It was 
pointed out by a European diplomat of 
high rank Wednesday that in forcing 
Minister Bowen to demand the release 
of arrested subjects President Castro 
is acting directly contrary to the de- 
sire of the Washington government not 
to become involved in the interna- 
tional dispute. Both Germany and 
Great Britain, it is said, fully appre- 
ciate the position of the United States.' 

Government Bill Passed. 

Brussels. Dec. 11. — After a prolong 
ed debate the chamber Wednesday 
night, by 69 votes to 50, adopted the 
government bill providing for the pun- 
ishment of persons using indecent or 
improper language in any public place 
or at any meeting. 

Mrs. Hoadly Sells Property. 

New York, Dec. 11.— Mrs. Jloadl}', 
widow of former Gov. George Hoadly, 
of Ohio, has sold a five-story residence 
at No. 33 East Fiftieth street, pur- 
chased 15 years ago, when the family 
first came here from Cincinnati.

I 
It is held by the department of justice I 
that the appointee, Mr. Anderson, does i 
not become judge of the district until * 
he qualifies by taking tae oath of of- l 
fice, and that the time of taking the t 
oath is a subject of arrangement be- I 
tween him and the retiring judge. I 
Judge Baker, it is held, therefore is 1 
still judge of the district and entirely * 
competent to continue the trial of the i 
pending case. j 

BANDIT KILLED IN HIS TRACKS. j 

A Daring and Fatal Attempt to Rob 1 
a Bank. 



DeKalb, Tex,, Dec. 11. — A daring 
and fatal attempt to rob the bank 
here was made by four men about 2 
o’clock Wednesday morning. Over the 
bank is the local telephone exchange, 
operated by W. L. Dodd and his son 
Marvin, 20 years old. une of the rob- 
bers knocked at the telephone ex- 
change, and when Marvin Dodd re- 
sponded. a pistol was presented at his 
head. Young Dodd grappled with 
the man, wrenched the weapon from 
him, and with it shot the bandit, kill- 
ing him in his tracks. A fusilade fol- 
lowed, and young Dodd was shot twice, 
but not seriously wounded. The three 
surviving bandits escaped. 

COLLIDED IN A FOG. 

Trainmen Painfully Injured But No 
Passengers Were Hurt. 

Bloomington, 111., Dec. 11. — In a 
heavy fog passenger train and a 
freight train on -the Illinois Central 
lailroad met in a head-end collision 
Wednesday night near Birkbeck. John 
Roberts, conductor, and Thomas Duke, 
baggageman, of the passenger, were 
painfully injured. Harry Padden, en- 
gineer of the freight, and Robert Ox- 
ley, engineer of the passenger, were 
crushed under the wreckage and may 
die. None of the 40 passengers on the 
train was hurt aside from bruises. 

Big Fire in Atlanta. 

Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 10. — The most dis- 
astrous fire in the history of Atlanta 
Tuesday laid waste a block of build- 
ings in the heart of the city valued at 
$500,000. The fire broke out in the 
furniture store of the Snook & Austin 
Co., on Whitehall street, and spread 
to the Norcross building, and in turn 
to the drug house of the Jacobs Co., 
the liquor store of the R. M. Rose Co. 
and the Williams hotel. There was no 
loss of life. 

Cadets Arrested. 

I^exington, Va., Dec. 11. — Fifty-six 
cadets, embracing nearly the third 
class of the cadet corps of the Vir- 
ginia military institute, are under ar- 
rest for discharging fireworks at mid 
night from the roof of the academic 
building Tuesday night. This breach 
of discipline is alleged to be due to 
the refusal of the board of visitors to 
the school to grant an application for 
ten days Christmas holiday. 

Matthews Awarded the Decision. 

Savannah, Ga., Dec. 11. — Matty Mat- 
thews, former welter weight champion, 
was given the decision over Owen 
Ziegler at the Savannah Athletic 
club Wednesday night in the sixth 
round of what was scheduled to be a 
20-round bout. 

Suicide of a Minister. 

Rome, Dec. 11. — Sig. Polasso, Italian 
minister at Sofia, committed suicide 
at Milan. He threw himself out of u 
window of a hotel. The minister ha l 
boen suffering for some time past from 
nervous debility. 

To Protect Italian Subjects. 

Rome, Dec. 11. — Tae government 
has instructed the commander of the 
Italian third class cruiser Giovanni 
Bausan, which arrived at La Guaira 
Tuesday, to fully protect Italian sub- 
jects in Venezuela. 

Italy Sends a Man-of-War. 

Rome, Dec. 10. — Germany and Italy 
have been exchanging views regarding 
their respective claims in Venezuela 
As a result, Italy will send a man-of- 
war to Caracas to protect Italians 
there. 

Will Case Compromised. 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 11. — Tae Bul- 
lock will case, involving an estate of 
$105,000, was compromised Wednes- 
day. The nephews and nieces receive 
a lump sum of $15,000.

INVENTION MADE A FORTUNE. 

Simple Cnke-HakiiiK Pan Contrived 
l»y a Country Woman Proved 
a .Mine of Wealth. 

Small and seemingly unimportant 
contrivances are frequently tho 
means of starting their inventors on 
the high road to fame or fortune. 
There are a few clever women who 
have wooed and won affluence by 
the exercise of their talent for in- 
genuity in little matters. One of 
these quiet little women has within 
the past six years made a fortune 
from selling cake, says the Chicago 
Chronicle. Of course, it is homemade 
cake, and, furthermore, the baker 
clings to certain varieties in the 
preparation of which she is particu- 
larly skilled. She is a country-bred 
woman and lived in a little village ir. 
New York state until seven or eight 
years ago. She was known as a good 
cook in the district where it is con- 
sidered almost a disgrace for a house- 
wife not to be a good cook. Her spe- 
cialty was cake, and as she is en- 
dowed with more than average allot- 
ment of intelligence and not a little 
talent of invention, she devised a 
cake tin that was an improvement 
over anything that had been pro- 
duced before in the vicinity. She 
was shrewd enough to patent her in- 
vention, then she set about getting 
her patent before the public. 

Her husband came to her assist- 
ance here and a trial was made with 
the village folk. The new cake tin 
took. Then the large towns in the 
vicinity were tried, with an encour- 
aging degree of success, and the coun- 
ty fairs gave another opening. After 
a year or so the woman was advised 
to go to New York, and luckily se- 
cured a good opening. She has been 
there ever since, just making and 
selling cakes and exploiting that pat- 
ented tin. She employes several 
assistants, her husband finds it 
profitable to give all his time to man- 
aging the details of the business and 
trade is constantly increasing. If 
anyone doubts that there is a de- 
mand for homemade cake in a large 
city a visit to the little shop of this 
cakemaker will convince him or her 
to the contrary. Half a dozen varie- 
ties comprise the output and the 
cakes are not cheap by any means. 
They are good and they are in de- 
mand, and it is not unusual during 
the middle of the day to find a dou- 
ble row of women around the coun- 
ter in the little shop waiting to give 
orders. It is a wise woman who 
knows wherein her talents lie these 
d*ys, and in most eases she reUps a 
profit from the understanding of her 
talents and her limitations. 

ANIMAL THERAPY FOR AGED. 

DlxeauM Heretofore Considered 

Hopeless, KeedinK Cell Stimula- 
tion, Cared by Animal Products. 

Many articles have appeared in the 
medical journals and the press on the 
efficacy of animal product in appar- 
ently hopeless chronic conditions. 
Many physicians have come from all 
parts of the country to witness the ex- 
periments that have been going on for 
the past few months at the laboratory 
in Chicago. That animal product has a 
tendency to eliminate excess salts of 
calcium, sodium, etc., from the bones 
of old people has been demonstrated 
without any question of doubt, states 
the Chronicle of that city. The experi- 
ments have been made on old animals. 
A dog that was claimed to be 1G years 
of age was chosen fer one of the sub- 
jects to work upon. A piece of femur 
was resected, the bone showed all the 
effects of old age. the dog was treated 
with hypodermic injections of animal 
product for 36 days. After that time 
another piece of bone was resected, 
and to the gratification and satisfac- 
tion of the number of the physicians 
who watched the experiments all the 
salts >f calcium and sodium were elim- 
inated, while the blood vessels and 
bone cells increased largely in num- 
ber. 

It has also been demonstrated that 
animal product increases the richness 
of the blood in its red cells and 
haemoglobin. It also increases the 
activity and function of the white 
blood cells, which are the scavengers 
of the body and the protectors as well.

MANILA UP TO DATE. 



Tbe Philippine City f« to Hove a Mod- 
ern Electric Street Car 
System. 



Manila is to have an up-to-date 
street car service operated by elec- 
tricity, and a modern electric light- 
ing plant, provision for these im- 
provements having been made in an 
Het passed by the United States 
Philippine commission. All the es- 
sential features of the act were tele- 
graphed from Manila to the war de- 
partment. In order to give Ameri- 
can bidders plenty of time to com- 
pete for securing a street railway 
franchise and the eleetric lighting 
franchise, bids will be received by 
tbe municipal board of Manila until 
March 4. 1903. 

The. route of the railway will be 
35 miles long and will cover the im- 
portant streets in Manila. It is so 
arranged by the terms of the fran- 
chise as to furnish a satisfactory 
system of passenger transportation 
from any part of the city to any 
other part. 

After 25 years the rates of fare 
are to be readjusted by arbitration 
and the city will then have the privi- 
lege of purchasing the entire plant 
at a price to be fixed by arbitration 
based on the net earnings. 



IMMIGRATION LAWS EVADED. 



Many InpliKlhle Rnropttni F.ntrr 
the United Statm by Way 
of Canada. 



Commissioner General Sargent, of 
the immigration bureau, the other 
day made public a report from Rob- 
ert. Watehorn, special immigrant in- 
spector. dated Paris, France, on the 
immigration of the United Stales by 
way of Canada. Mr. Watehorn says 
that Europeans who obviously are 
ineligible to enter the United States 
for several years have been directed 
by designing agents to Canadian ports 
with a view to. effecting a surrepti- 
tious entrance into the United States 
across the international boundary. 
Intending immigrants who by reason 
of some disqualification are rejected 
by the lines running to United States 
ports are turned over to lines run- 
ning to Canada, and with few ex- 
ceptions they are accepted without 
question. Thousands every year 
thus find their way to Canada and 
tlieuce to the United States.

The Engagement Known aa “Bern* 
nington" Was Really Fonght 
In New York. 



Some years ago Richard Curran, of 
Rochester, introduced into the assem- 
bly a bill to provide for the erection 
of a monument in the town of Hoo- 
sick, Rensselaer county, where was 
fought, on the 16th of August, 1777, 
an engagement with a detachment of 
Burgoyne’s army, and named by Now 
England historians as the battle of 
Bennington. 

The bill, says the Rochester Demo- 
crat, did not become a law, but it 
was discussed in New England and 
New York with considerable energy. 
New England newspapers exhibited a 
sense of injury because New York 
proposed to mark the battlefield 
within her territory. It was then 
suggested that the name of the sec- 
ond engagement be taken from the 
beautiful stream that ran through 
the field, the Walloomsac. The field 
was six miles from the village of 
Bennington, and the principal battle 
was fought on the summit of a sharp 
spur, covered with hemlocks, that 
rose abruptly from the valley of the 
Walloomsac. It is a beautiful spot, 
but not known to the self-deceiving 
New Englander as the battlefield 
where the Hessian barren was cap- 
tured with his whole command. 

Hereafter the battle will be known 
in some quarters by its true name, 
Walloomsac. 



A French genealogist ha« made the 
strange discovery that. Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany has French blood in 
his veins-, starting with the assertion, 
that the emperor is descended from 
the French Admiral Gaspard II. The 
genealogist goes on to show the

A Hundred Years Ago Anthracite 
Coal Went Begging. 



Man Who First Brought It to Phil- 
adelphia W as Denounced as an 
Impostor by the Wisest 
Quakers. 

{Special Washington Letter.] 

T HERE has been a great deal said 
and written about anthracite 
coal, during the past year, but 
nobody has told anything interesting 
about where it comes from. 

There lives in Philadelphia a vet- 
eran newspaper correspondent, well 
known to the writer, who is now about 
55 years young; and he has been all 
over the region lately, with his nose ! 
for news and his accurate descriptive j 
methods. He writes'* “Similar to the 
electric telegraph, the type-setting 
machine, the graphophone, telephone 
and all other newly-discovered facts 
or laws of nature, coal had a hard time 
•winning its way* with the people.” 
There is a local author named Wat- 
son, full name not given, from whose 
writing, of 1857, is quoted the follow- 
ing: “The Mount Carbon coal was 

known to exist in the neighborhood 
more than 50 years ago (about 1800), 
and some search was made. Hut the 
coal found being so very different 
from any which was previously 
known, it was not thought to be of any 
value, and the search was abandoned.” 
This means that more than 100 years 
ago people were digging beneath the 
soil for their fuel, but were not satis- 
fied with the product found. The 
mountains were covered with bound- 
less forests, and so the average labor- 
er or business man, pointing to the 
trees, inquired: “Why dig?” 

“It is supposed to be 107 years,” 
eays Watson, “since a blacksmith of 
the name of Whetstone found coal 
and used it in his'snithshop. At a very 
early period a Judge Cooper declared 
his belief of the existence of coal in 
the district, and Messrs. Potts ex- 
plored various places along the old 
Sunbury road, but success did not at- 
tend their operations. A Mr. William 
Morris afterwards became the pro- 
prietor of most of the coal lands at 
the head of the canal; he found coal 
and took some quantity to Philadel- 
phia about the year 1800, but all his 
efforts to bring it into use failed and 
he abandoned the project and sold his 
lands to their late proprietor, Mr. 
Potts. 

“It does not appear that much no- 
tice was taken of the coal from the 
time of Whetstone, and the search 
made by Messrs. Potts, until about 
1829, when a person of the name of 
Peter Bastrus, a blue dyer, in build- 
ing the valley forge, found coal in the 
tailrace. About the same time a Mr. 
David Berlin, a blacksmith in that 
neighborhood, permanently com- 
menced and introduced the use of 
stone in the smith’s forge, and con- 
tinued to use and instruct others in 
its use many years afterwards. But 
old habits again became victorious, 
and appear to have held undisputed 
sway until Mr. George Shoemaker, an 
innkeeper at Pottsville, and Nicholas 
Allen discovered coal on a piece of 
land they had purchased, now called 
Centreville. Allen soon became dis- 
heartened and gave up the concern to 
Shoemaker, who, receiving encourage- 
ment from some gentleman in Phila- 
delphia, got out a quantity of coal and 
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company — which appears to have been 
the first corporation to traffic in the 
newly-discovered fuel — is a singular 
exemplification of the wonderful 
growth and the small beginning of 
w hat is now the basis of the chief in- 
dustries of our country. It was orig- 
inated in 1773, on a very small scale, 
and began its career by purchasing a 
tract of land from one Jacob Weiss, 
on Summit hill, nine miles beyond 
Mauch Chunk, where the company 
madealargeopening. Thediffieulty and 
expense of transportation, however, 
disheartened the stockholders, and 
the property was permitted to lie idle 
for some years. What are now known 
as the first and second coal regions 
were then undiscovered. Coal had 
only been found on ihe Summit hill

brought nine wagon loads to Philadel- 
phia, where again it met with a host of 
opposition. 

“On two wagon loads Mr. Shoemak- 
er got the carriage paid; the others he 
gave away to persons who would at- 
tempt to use them. The result was 
against the coal; those who tried them 
pronounced them stone and not coal, 
good for nothing, aud Shoemaker an 
impostor. 

“At length, after a multitude of dis- 
appointments, and when Shoemaker 
was about to abandon the coal and re- 
turn home, Messrs. Mellon and Bishop, 
of Delaware county, made an experi- 
ment with some of the coal in their 
rolling mill, and found it to succeed 
beyond expectation, and to be a high- 
ly valuable and useful fuel. The re- 
sult of their experiments was pub- 
lished at the time in all the Philadel- 
phia papers. Some experiments with 
the coal were made in the works at the 
falls of Schuylkill, but without suc- 
cess. Mr. Wernwag, the manager of 
the Phoenix works, at French Creek, 
also made a trial of the coal, and 
found it eminently useful. From that 
time forward the use of the coal 
spread rapidly, and it became a most 
important and valuable branch of 
trade.”

and at the Beaver meadows, but even 
there they had no occupation of any 
continuous strata for miles. Indeed, 
the coal company had offered a bonus 
of $200 to anyone who should discov- 
er coal on their lands nearer to the 
Lehigh than the Summit mine; but 
there were no claims for discovery. 
In the meantime, however, coal was 
used for the forge fires of the black- 
smiths in the neighborhood, and also 
in some of the bar-rooms in the tav- 
erns along the roadr. not distant. 

In 1807 the company, for the pur- 
pose of bringing their coal into notice, 
gave a lease of 21 years of one of their 
coal veins to Rowland and Rutland, 
gratis, for the manufacture of iron, 
from the ore and coal to be dug. It 
failed of success. In 1818 the coal 
company gave a lease of ten years of 
their lands to Messrs. Cist and Robin- 
son, conditioned that they should take 
to market annually 10,000 bushels of 
coal to their own profit. Five arks 
were dispatched. Three of them were 
wrecked in the Lehigh, two reached 
Philadelphia and the business was 
abandoned. White and Hazard gave 
$20 a ton for that coal for their wire 
manufactory, and yet it was not 
enough to meet the costs of mining. 

That attempt, however, led to fu- 
ture results of permanent good for in 
1817 White and Hazard, from the need 
of such coal, were induced to visit the 
Lehigh with George Kauts, and there 
the three contracted with the coal 
company on a lease for 20 years, on 
condition that they should take 40,- 
000 tons of coal annually for their 
own benefit. 

In 1818 they procured a legislative 
grant to improve the navigation of 
the Lehigh — a measure deemed almost 
chimerical by many. After some time 
they procured a stock association and 
went on from year to year expanding 
and improving— taking, however, but 
little eoal to market until the year 
1820 — when they got to Philadelphia 
365 tons “as the first fruits of the con- 
cern.” Little as that was, it com- 
pletely stocked the market, and was 
sold with difficulty. It increased each 
subsequent year up to 1824— making 
it that year a delivery of 9,541 tons. 
In 1825 it ran up to 28,393 tons, and 
kept along at nearly that rate until 
1832, when it delivered 70,000 tons. 
From that time it went on regularly 
increasing, until 1839, when it had de- 
livered 221,850 tons. “And now that 
it has got its momentum,” wrote Wat- 
son. “who can guess where it will 
end?” 

At the time of the hi torian’s writ- 
ing no one would have had the audac- 
ity to guess anywhere near the real 
figures of t lie anthracite eoal produc- 
tion of Pennsylvania at the present 
day. From the output of a trifle over 
200,000 tons in 1839 the industry grew 
until, in 1901, the coal fields of the 
counties of Carbon, Columbia, Dau- 
phin, Lackawanna, Luzerne, North- 
umberland, Schuylkill and Susquehan- 
na, comprising the Schuylkill, Lehigh 
and Wyoming regions, made ship- 
ments of anthracite coal amounting 
to over 45,000,000 tons. 

For reasons inscrutable and incom- 
prehensible to man, the tremendous 
furnaces of nature fused the limitless 
copper supply and deposited it in 
Arizona, where it is grudgingly to- 
day yielding to man’s demands. For 
like unknowable reasons this great in- 
exhaustible anthracite deposit was 
made and wedged into these moun- 
tains near tidewater. The deeper the 
tlig-gringrs. the heavier the blasts, the 
greater the tonnage product, the wid- 
er and more inexhaustible seem the 
possibilities of this immensity of fuel. 
With all of his best appliances man 
could not expect to dispose of all of 
the anthracite in a thousand years. 

The investigator says that this 
long-despised fuel which now moves 
all of the locomotives, trains, ships, 
engines and machinery of a continent, 
provides also comfortable and happy 
homes for more than half a million 
people in the contiguous region.
